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DETAILED ACTION 
Making claim 10 the independent claim has taken care of the rejections over US 
3930005 and DiLucrezia. 

Claim Rejections - 36 USC§ 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out 
his invention. 

Claims 2-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

1. Judging from the amendment to the specification, "alkylthio" was intended, but the 
claim actually has "alkylthiol". 

2. In the definition of the heterocycle formed from NR8R9 the word should be "replaced". 

3. Claim 7 should recite step e, not step f. 

4. Cuprate is the wrong word for M. Page 19, line 1 is noted, but the entire molecule is the 
cuprate. M itself is "copper"; such a correction would solve the problem. 

5. In claim 10, a magnesium complexed with what? The traverse is unpersuasive. The 
remarks talk about what metal form "simple ion pairs" and it not being possible "to 
describe the precise species in solution." That is not necessary. All that is necessary is 
to describe the reagent being employed; what sort of "aggregates" form in son is not 
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relevant. The specification text that applicants point to has MGX, where X is Halogen, 
and this choice for M is suggested and will resolve the issue. 

Specification 

The amendment filed 9/12/2005 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which 
is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows- The Page 11 revisions. 

As was stated previous, there were many possibilities as to what e.g. "ThioalkyF. 
That is, while the term is incorrect, it is not clear what the correct language would be. An 
error can be corrected provided that there is not "reasonable debate" as to what the correct 
text would be, Novo Industries, L.P. vs. Micro Molds Corp., 350 F.3d 1348, 69 USPQ2d 
1128 (2003). Here, clearly there is more than one possibility, as was the case in Novo 
Industries as well. In such a case, one must show that one of ordinary skill in the art would 
have been able to determine for sure what was intended, Ex parte Brodbeck, 199 USPQ 
230. Similarly, MPEP 2163.07 states that correcting an error without introducing new 
matter requires "one skilled in the art would not only recognize the existence of error in the 
specification, but also the appropriate correction." Such a burden has not been met. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claims 2-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was 
not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
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claimed invention. The reasons are as set forth above! the new claim language is new 
matter. 

Applicants amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
